We have yet another prctof thereof in the Lungs > fwm the 
Experiment ^ we made of it in the Affembly Upon the Corps of a 
Woman y that^was there dilfeded in the begmning of Februarj 
laftj where we law 5 that the J/r, which was propelled thorow a 
QaiU into the Vena Arteriofa (which is the Artery of the Lungs) 
returned not thorow the Arteria Yem(a (which is the Yein there- 
of) into the Left Ventricle of the Heart 5 though^by the Circula- 
tion,the5/W pafs there with eafey zn&tYtn Milk y which having 
been let in by this Vena Arteriofa , returned eafily thorow the Ar- 
teriaYenofdy into t\\t Left Ventricle oi the Heart. 

I draw no confequcnce from thefe Trials ^ as to the Channel of 
Communication ^ that pafTes from the Ductus Thoracicus into the 
Emulgent Vein •, bccaufe one ought to infer nothing from one one-^ 
lyBody.' When we fhall be certain 5 that t\iis channel of Ccm^ 
merce is found in Af^;;^ as well^ aswe have found it in this Woma% 
we fhall then judge better of itr We are therefore going to make 
frequent Operations upon divers Animals ^ to fee whether we fliall 
there m^tt with any thing like it ;, to the end we may impart it to 
the Publick, 

A Defcrlplon 
Of fever d IQnds of Granaries , as thofe of 
London ^ of Dantzick^ and in Mufcovy^ 

Concerning the Granaries of Londoiiy the Inquifttive Dr. Merret^ 
(who indeed pccafiond the Inquiry into the refi ^ as a things 
tphich many were deftrous to be informed about ^ foFtheheiter 
Prefervation of Grain 5 in times of its iHenty) gives this Account 
of them. 

h LI the Twelve Companies of London^ and fome other Com- 
•^ .panies and Private Perfons ^ have their Granaries at the 
Bridge- Houfe in Southwark (where are ajuftice of the Peace ^ a 
Steward 5 and two Maflcrs. ) Thefe Granaries are built on two 
iides of an oblong *j one whereof Hzxids North and Souths and is near 
100 yards long y whofe Lettice- windows refped North-Ekfi^ the 
other fide may be about 50 yards long ^ the Windows look to th 
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mrth y and the oppolltje fides . Imve nd Apeitiiresv Allclie Wia^ 
dows are about ayardhigh^ without any fliutters, and lunonia 
a continued Series , with very Imall paititions , fujficient onely to 
nail the Lettices to. Each of. them Is three or fqur Stories high. 
The Garret' windows are Jetty- vvife ^ vyith a yards diftarice.one 
from another 3 glazed out of the Tiles. The Ground or lower- 
moft Story> i a foot from the ground ^ is ufed onely for a Ware-? 
Iioufe 5 &c. To fettle the firft Sfory upon ftrong Pillars ^ forti- 
fied with Spikes of Iron , that no Vermin might get up, would 
make that Story fitter for drying of Coin, and more perflatile i 
efpeciaily where there is no nfe of the lower H ooms. The other: 
Stories ^ made for Granaries *j, are in breadth fomeeJyards^ and 
in height ^ foot or fomewhat more. The uppermoft or Garret- 
Granary to the Top or Angle ^ made by the raifing pieces, much 
more. They have each in the midfl: from the fides at 8 or j? foot 
diftance, a ftrong Port 5 and all the Timbers made very ftrong, to 
fupport and bear the great weight, of the Grain. The Boards 
beft made of ibuiid Oak-, two inches thick, and clofe joynted. 
In fome places they put , in,all the infide of their Rooms , Iron- 
wire, of fo narro w Mefches 5 that neither Rats nor Mice can get 
thorow them , two or three foot deep. Others ered , on all the 
fides. Boards of Timber, arid faften others to the top of the Per- 
pendicular, one lying either parallel tothe^(?r/^^^, orfo that 
they make an acute Angle with the former 5 to the fame purpofe. 
For,, befides the devouring of the Grain, the Excrements and 
Urin of' that Vermine , mpiftning the Wheat or Rye, make them 
apt to coiTupt and breed Wewels: 

The two ?^4i>Confiderabies in building tliefe Granaries , are^ 
To make them firong , and , To expfe them to the moji drying 
Winds, 

The Ordering of their Corn is this , In Kent ^ to feparatethe 
iMland other imparities in it, 'When'cis thrafli'd ^ they throw it in 
S^hovds from onefide to. the other , which^ the longer it is , the 
better : by which means all fuch impurities remain in the middle 
betwiKttlie two heaps of Corn ^ which they skreen, to part the 
Corn ^ that is good^ from the faid impurities ^ then , when they 
fiift brii^g the Grain into the Granaries , they lay it abdutl^^^ 
foot thicks zttdi\xm\iJwice'd.weeky andoncein that time skreen 
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k? and this for two Monethsfpace, After that ^ they lay it 4 /^^# 
thick for two Months more , turning it once or wice a Week:^ and . 
skreen it proporti^nably ^ according as the drying feafon is ^ fel- 
domer oroftner. After 5 or ^Moneths-, they raife it to two foot 
in height , and turn it onctz Fortnight^ and skreen it once a Moneth, 
as occafion is; After a Tear ^ they lay it tm and a half or three foot 
deepj^ and turn \tonce in three Weeks praMoneth^ and skreen it 
proportionably. 

When it hath Iain two Years or more, they turn it once in two 
Montths 5 and skreen it omen Quarter, and fo on , as they find it 
in brightnefSj hardnefs and drinets. The oftner thefe two things 
are done, the better the Grain proves^ 

They leave an empty fpace about a yai*d wide on all fides of the 
Room, and at /Jjt'/?^/ diftance, thorow the whole ^r^4 ^ empty of 
Gorn 5 into which empty fpaces they turn the Corn as often as'tis 
needful.. 

Id Kent theymaake twofquare holes in both the ends of the 
Floor, and one round in the middle 5 by which they throw the 
Corn from the upper into the lower Rooms ^ & contra ^ to air and 
dry it the better. 

TJie Skreens^txt made with two partitions , to feparate the duft 
ftomthe Corn • which falls into a Bag., and when fuificiently full^ 
is caft away , the good Corn remaining behind. 

Corn has been kept in LondofhGranaries y 3 2 Years ^ and- the 
longer 'tis kept 3 the more flower it yields , in proportion to the 
quantity of the Corn 5 and makes the purer and whiter Bread^ the 
faperfluous humidity onely evaporating.

As for the Granaries of nmzick and Mofcovia ^ fome ob- 
ferving Merchants and Travellers give this ftiort Account of 
them,. 

Pir(i 5 That thofe of Dantz^ick are generally Seven S tories high^ 
fome-, iV//?fS tories 5 having each of them a Funnel > to let the 
Com rundown^fromoneHoor to another 5 thereby chiefly faving 
the labour and charges.of carrying it down. And then^ that they 
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•InthatTowit-^ are built altogether furrounded with water ^ whereby 
theSiiips have the conrefiiency of lying clofe to them , to take in 
their Lading. 'No Houfes fuftcred to be built near them y to be 
thereby fecured from the cafualties of Fire, 

Stcoridh) , That thofe of Mufcovj are made under Ground, by 
digging a deep Pit ^ of almoft the Figure of a Sugar-loaf, broad 
below, and narrow at the top 5 the fides well-plaifter'd round 
about, and the top very clofe covered with Stone. The people 
of that Countrey are fo very careful ^ to have the Corn well dricd^ 
before they put it into thofe Subterraneous Granaries , that , whea 
the wither of that Northern Climat ferves not to dryitfuffici- 
ently ^ they he^t their Barns, by the means of great Ovens , and 
thereby very well drying their C^orn , fupply the deficiency of 
t-heir ihort Summer.
